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Not Supported by DNR Staff

A DNR staff report that recommends not transferring 
65,000 acres of state land to the military has been accepted by 
the Natural Resouces Commission putting a temporary hold 
on the transfer proposal. 

The Department of Military Affairs wants the title to the 
state land they’re already using because more federal funds 
would be available. The DMA also says the DNR would be 
removed from liability over the range areas. 

Control of land use seemed to be the biggest concern of 
DNR staff members in their report that says transfer would 
not be preferable. Besides questions about hunting, fishing, 
and other recreational uses of the land, the DNR staff was 
concerned about special protection for Kirtland’s warbler 
habitat within the 65,000 acres the military wants. The report 
alse said there was public concern that the military would 
eventually fence the entire range area if they received en- 
titlement to approximately 65,000 acres in Crawford County 
and Otsego County. 


The 65,000 acre tract is located northeast of Grayling and 
has been used for aerial bombing and artillery ranges. The 
DMA wants to obtain a long-term lease for 20,000 acres to the 
west and south of Camp Grayling. 


The military is using about 150,000 acres for training at 
Camp Grayling, according to the staff report. Rasmus Han- 
son donated 14,200 acres in 1913 to start Camp Grayling and 
these acres are a game preserve where hunting is prohibited. 

In 1934, the state transferred 18,000 acres to the military 
and hunting is not prohibited on these acres. 

A long-term use agreement in 1941 gave Camp Grayling 
57,600 acres of state land to use with the DNR retaining con- 


trol over recreational use. Another 43,400 acres of state land 
is used by the military by applying for special-use permits 
every year. The DMA has also purchased 13,000 acres since 
Camp Grayling was built bringing the total number of acres 
used by the military to 146,200 acres. 

If the requested lands were transferred, DNR staff said 
these eight safeguards would have to be written into the 
transfer agreement: 

’ « The use of the land by the public for fishing, hunting, and 
other compatibie recreation be assured. 

* 4,950 acres purchased by state game and fish funds be 
exchanged for equally valuable habitat. 

* No construction allowed within 400 feet of any stream 
and natural vegetation must be left for 200 feet on both sides 
of all streams. 

¢ Lands acquired along the Manistee River with Heri- 
tage, Conservation, and Recreation Service (a federal agen- 
cy) funds not to be transferred. 

* Management of Kirtland’s warbler areas be arranged 
between DNR and DMA. 

e Areas to be fenced must be mutually determined by 
DNR and DMA. 

° Use of land adjacent to Hartwick Pines must be clearly 
defined. 

* Legislation adjusting payments in lieu of taxes to local 
government units to equal that paid for DNR lands be enact- 
ed before transfer. 

In connection with the last safeguard, Representative 
Ralph Ostling intreduced a bill on Sept. 20 to increase taxes 
paid on military land from ten cents to $1.50 an acre. The 
county and townships would each receive 40 percent with 20 
percent going to the school district.

County Sets Millage

County commissioners have set the 1983 
county operational levy at 6.5 mills — an in- 
crease of .06 mills from last year. 

The levy for Public Transit was set at .75 
mills, an increase of .06 miills from last year, 
and the levy for the Commission on Aging 
was set at .50 mills, an iricrease of .02 mills 
from last year. 

The combined increase equals .14 mills 
which will bring in an additional $17,876 for 
the county, $2,063 for Public Transit, and 
$1,375 for the Commission on Aging. 

Debt retirement was set at .36 mills, the 
same rate as last year. 

Commissioners were able to increase the 
millage without a vote of taxpayers because 
they were previously below the millage 
limit they could legally levy. Last year 
commissioners reduced the total levy by .2 
mills. This year’s inerease brings the 
millage back to the legal limit com-

The decision on millage rates came at the 
commissioners’ regular meeting Tuesday, 
October 11, and followed a public hearing on 
the proposed increases held Tuesday, Oc- 
tober 4. Eleven persons besides six com- 
missioners and the county clerk attended 
the public hearing. Along with public com- 
ment at the hearing, commissioners said the 
increase in tax revenues is needed because 
other revenues are declining while expenses 
continue to climb. Even with the ap- 
proximately $21,000 increase, more than 
$137,000 needs to be cut from the proposed 
1984 budget, commissioners said. 

Crawford County’s 6.5 operational millage 
is higher than three neighboring counties 
and lower than one nearby county. Otsego 
has a 4.3 rate, Roscommon 4.6, Kalkaska 
5.2, and Oscoda 7.0. Tuscola County has the 
lowest in the state at 4.2 and Wexford and 
Menominee have the highest at 7.5 mills.

Governor James Blanchard re- 
cently outlined 20 areas that con- 
stitute his framework for long-term 
economic growth in Michigan. 

In announcing his program to a 
joint session of the Legislature, the 
governor said his program, most of 
which was first raised in conceptual 
form in last year’s election cam- 
paign, will help to ‘pioneer the 
economy of the 21st century by 
building and rebuilding, moving 
Michigan ahead.” 

None of the initiatives are yet 
complete enough to be discussed in 
specifics, aides said, but Commerce 
Director Ralph Gerson said they 
would be released in “excruciating 


detail’? in the weeks and months . 


ahead. 

Gerson said all the programs — 
about three-fourths of them require 
legislative approval — would be in- 
troduced yet this year, but the 
governor does not have a timetable 
for their enactment. 

Blanchard said his plan represents 
“a three-part formula for rebuilding 
our state’s competitive strength.” 
That includes investment in job 
training, public facilities and 
businesses; a commitment to quality 
and efficiency; and a commitment to 
cooperation, he said. 

The governor said Michigan must 
respond to challenges not just from 
other states and regions, but from 
all over the world. ‘‘The challenge 
that is Michigan’s is the challenge of 
America — to meet and beat the 
competition in the marketplace of 
the world,”’ he said. 

The governor’s program, which 
aides said amounts to putting his 
agenda into a ‘‘conceptual frame- 
work,” includes, among _ other 
things, an announcement this mon- 
th to turn welfare spending into a 
‘workfare investment’ offering 


work as an opportunity, not punish- 
ment.

Other proposals include securities 
regulation reform to make it easier 
for business, particularly small and 
emerging ones, to raise capital; the 
removal of legislative barriers to 
make it easier for franchisors to 
come to Michigan in part by shifting 
the franchise fee from those entities 
which operate in the state to the out 
of state franchising company; the in- 
progress work to streamline the 
processing of worker’s compensa- 
tion cases. 

Because of structural changes in 
the state economy, the governor’s 
plan covers efforts for diversifica- 
tion including a proposal for aiding 
forest products industries, assistan- 
ce for food processing and to en- 
courage auto suppliers to locate and 
expand in Michigan, sponsoring a 
statewide tourism conference and 
working with business and environ- 
mental groups to cut the cost of 
complying with environmental 
regulations while maintaining stan- 
dards. 

Gerson said although the gover- 
nor in drawing together those ideas 
has not really said much that is new, 
the economic program reflects the 
governor’s conclusions, following 
summer-long discussions, as to 
which areas can best be targeted for 
growth. 

Aides said the details of the 
programs will be announced in 
several steps, frequently in ap- 
pearances before groups which have 
helped develop the proposals. 

Peter Plastrik, director of the 
governor’s cabinet council on jobs 
and economic development, said the 
range of proposals represents the 
second phase of the governor’s 
economic development program, 
following the short-term summer 
jobs and public works program 
begun earlier this year and the 
Strategic | Investment Fund 
proposal now being developed in the 
Legislature.

During summer, when the 
birds were more numerous, 
you probably thought about 
building one or more bird- 
houses and just didn’t get to 
it. With winter coming on, it 
may be a good time to build 
some birdhouses. Don’t try 
to entice very many of the 
same species into your yard 
because birds are territorial 
by nature. The inside dimen- 
sions of the birdhouse are 
more critical than workman- 
ship, but I would recommend 
that the outside not be pain- 
ted any bright colors. Old 
gray lumber or new lumber 
stained some dull tint will be 
more attractive to the birds. 
Just because you build a 
wren house does not mean 
you will be guaranteed of a 
wren moving in. They have 
to be in your area and 
satisfied with the area and 
the lodging before they will 
move in to stay. Some birds 
are very critical of house 
size and the distance off the 
ground. For example, a 
wren house should be eight 
to eighteen feet off the 
ground, the hole only one in- 
ch in diameter, and the in- 
side dimensions between 
four and a quarter and five 
and a half inches. Equally as 
critical is the depth of the 
nesting cavity from entrance 
(hole) to the bottom, which 
for the wren is seven to nine 
inches. Be sure to drill 
several small ventilation 
holes on one side up near the 
roof overhang which will let 
a little light into the house 
when the adult enters the 
hole.

safety.

September 29th Regular Meeting 
Synopsis 

The September 29th, 1983 meeting of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners commenced at 9:30 a.m. with all Com- 
missioners present but Miller and Joyce. Thirteen visitors at- 
tended at various times. The minutes of September 13, 1983, 
were accepted as presented, and thirty three pieces of corres- 
pondence were reviewed and placed on file. Actions resulting 
from these communications included: 

The failure of a proposed resolution opposing the creation of 
a national holiday honoring Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., and the. 
tabling of a proposed resolution opposing creation of any ad- 
ditional national holidays. 

Support for an Ogemaw County resolution opposing the 
subsidizing of the Midland nuclear plant construction with in- 
creased utility rates. 

THOSE ADDRESSING THE BOARD WERE: | 

Treasurer Wakeley & Equalization Director Hunter, who 
discussed P.A. 5 of 1982, which requires the Board to hold a 
public hearing if they intend to collect any additional tax 
revenues resulting from an increase in state equalized value. In- 
crease in S.E.V. for 1983 would generate approximately 
$21,314.00 in additional revenue for the County General Fund, 
Commission on Aging and Public Transit combined. That trans- 
lates to .14 of a mill, fourteen cents per $1 thousand of assessed 
value, or about one dollar per parcel, Following an opinion from 
the Prosecutor outlining the number of votes required for 
passage, the Board adopted a resolution calling for a public 
hearing to receive testimony and discuss the levy of an ad- 
ditional millage rate for the ensuing fiscal year. 

Beaver Creek Fire Chief Ed Holtcamp, who explained the 
advantages of a universal numbering system of Consumers 
Power Company being initiated in the Roscommon postal area of 
Beaver Creek. If implemented county-wide, it would greatly im- 
prove response time of emergency services by eliminating con- 
fusion caused by duplication of street names, and streets with 
several names. A computer system capable of pin-pointing exact 
locations anywhere in the county in five seconds is being pur- 
sued. 

Walt Nowak & Bill Streur of Northern Michigan Substance 
Abuse Services, who discussed the structure, services, goals and 
funding of the 23 county agency. About 144% of the state liquor 
tax collected is returned to local agencies for use in prevention, 
treatment and rehabilitation programs. 

Treasurer Wakeley, who informed the Board that an 
analysis of anticipated revenues and expenditures indicates a 
possible year-end deficit of $20 thousand, plus the additional 
cost of any indigent attorney fees incurred by the three courts. 
Transfers made to the General Fund included $65 thousand from 
the Public Improvement Fund and $21 thousand from the Am- 
bulance Replacement Fund. 

Sheriff White, who submitted estimates received on his 
department’s 1979 Buick. The high offer of $250.00 from C. & F. 
Auto Salvage was accepted. The August Activities Report and 
status of replacement of Jail water closets were also discussed. 

Committee Reports Included: 

District Health: Crawford AuSable Schools will not be par- 
ticipating financially in the hearing and vision program this 
year. More information is being obtained. s 

Building & Personnel; Per Committee recommendation, no 
further action was taken on the request by a District Court em- 
ployee for reconsideration of a recently granted wage increase. 
The authority of the Emergency Management Director to ap- 
point an Assistant Director without Board approval was also 
discussed. Such authority is derived from past practice. 

Mi. Northern Counties, County Judicial and NEMSCA in- 
cluded review of recent meetings, upcoming schedules and 
legislative updates. 

Announcements were made relative to: 

The land transfer between the State and Military Board. It 
is a dead issue at this time. 

A leasing program for patrol cars. It is being pursued. 

Carroll Wert having been appointed as the State’s represen- 
tative to the local D.S.S. Board. 

A plant for the courthouse foyer having been donated by the 
Chief Shoppenagon Hotel.

The establishment of a legal water level for Salling Lake 
being in the preliminary stages. 

In other Business, the Board: 

Granted payment of one weeks pay in lieu of vacation to the

ORDINANCE PROHIBITING FILING OF 
FALSE REPORTS 
ORDINANCE 83-1 


Section lL. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to report or cause to be 
reported any felony or misdemeanor, or give any information 
relating to any such felony or misdemeanor, to the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Department, or to any member of said Craw- 
ford County Sheriff’s Department by telephone, in writing or hy 
any other means of communication, knowing that no such felony 
or misdemeanor had, in fact, been committed. 

Section 2. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to give information or 
reports to the Crawford County Sheriff's Department, or to any 
member of said Crawford County Sheriff’s Department, relating 
to any felony or misdemeanor, which information or report is 
false and which information or report such persons know to be 
false. 

Section 3, 

It shall be unlawful for any person to give any information, 
knowing it to be false to any member of the Crawford County 
Sheriff's Department, when such member of the Crawford Coun- 
ty Sheriff's Department is in the performance of his or her of- 
ficial duties. 

Section 4. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), or by 
imprisonment in the County Jail for a period not to exceed 
ninety (90) days or both. 

This Ordinance shall take effect 60 days after being adopted.

Entered into an Operating Agreement for the Grayling Mc- 
Namara Airport with the Transportation Authority. 

Appointed Kitchen to act as alternate representative to the 
Transportation Authority.
